he invented to produce these results are

us some of the other devices which Watt 
invented. Amongst them may be 
mentioned his improvement of the sur- 
veyor’s level, the letter-copying press, the 
sculpturing machines, and, in connection 
with the engine, the, governor, indicatecr, 
and smoke-consuming furnace. His 
inventiveness can be likened only to that 
of Edison, and it lasted right up to his 
death at the age of 83. 

It is fitting that a book which deals 
with a master craftsman should be a fine 
example of that craftsmanship in book 
production which we associate with the 
Cambridge University Press. The book 1s 
beautifully turned out, and is profusely 
illustrated. Most of the pictures being of 
Watt’s own work, and on that account 
possess more than ordinary interest.

|? is, perhaps, an additional sign that 

all is not well with the British Empire 
and Commonwealth when the professors 
range about it with all the implements of 
the family physician. Some of them wear 
that worried and concerned look indicative 
of danger, while others offer the heartiness 
which seems to go so often with the ‘‘ good 
bedside manner.’’ Both the concern and 
the forced heartiness. have been induced 
by the injection into the body of the 
Empire of that serum which is commonly 
known as the Statute of Westminster, and 
as the usual preliminary experiments had 
not been tried with that injection, the 
physicians are not yet aware of what its 
effects may be. Their reactions to the 
serum are almost as interesting as those of 
the patient, or patients ; and their reports 
make most attractive reading for the 
educated citizen of the British Common- 
wealth. 

Of the physicians probably the most 
prominent, and certainly the most 
energetic, is Professor Berridale Keith ; 
but his reports have been confined mainly 
to the legalistic aspect of the case. Of the 
two books herein mentioned, one has been 
written by Professor J. Coatman, who was

| Commonwealth in philosophical rather 

than in political terms; and, secondly, he 
attempts to show that it is a model and a 
pattern for the World Commonwealth of 
the future. Starting with the now obvious 
fact that economics and politics are inex- 
tricably interwoven everywhere,*.and that 
from this interweaving arises the demand 
for self-sufficiency, he goes on to show 
that such self-sufficiency, except as an 
expedient, is permanently impossible. 
‘The more strenuously. safety. is songht 
in national isolation the less is it found, 
for the march of events is making all the 
countries of the world more and more 
dependent on each other’s co-operation, in 
matters of militarw policy as well as 
economics. And, inside each country, 
the isolationist-defensive measures press 
hardly on all classes.” So it follows, he 
believes, that if ever there is to be a 
World Commonwealth its links must be 
political as well as economic. The British 
Commonwealth is a living organism, ex- 
panding’ and changing with the varying 
needs, while such an institution as the 
League of Nations is at present merely a 
piece of. political machinery. 


Economic Union 


In the British’ Commonwealth what 
Professor Coatman finds to be the active 
element is the desire to co-operate; and

The approach of these 
two learned professors to the problems of 
the Commonwealth is,: therefore, much 
more realistic, and, consequently, more 
likely to be read with interest by the 
ordinary non-legal.citizen. 


‘Plus Ca Change *’—? 


Of the two books Professor Coatman’s 
is likely to prove the more attractive, 
although its thesis will be contested 
strongly by those who do not share 
his ideals. Those who believe that 
the British Commonwealth is funda- 
mentally and inherently bad — merely 
a continuation of the imperialism 
of the nineteenth century under a dif- 
ferent label—will hardly be converted to 
his views; but if they can be induced to 
read the book they will find much to set 
them thinking in a novel way. To such 
people, however, the title of the book 
will prove an initial obstacle, and it is at 
best a rather dubious introduction to a 
particularly valuable book. ‘‘ The title 
‘Magna Britannia’ is the analogue of 
the old ‘Magna Grecia,’’’ the _ pub- 
lishers say, ‘‘ with all the philosophical 
and moral implications of that name.’’ 
To the uninitiated it may suggest merely 
an extension of “The Expansion of 
England,” and that suggestion would be 
very unfortunate, indeed, because time 
and temperament and experience place a 
whole world between the two books. 


A Living Organism 


That imperialism’ may be a very good 
thing in its more recent form is what 
Professor Coatman attempts to explain in 
a most stimulating and thoughtful book. 
He attempts, first, to explain the British 


In this presentation of the position he is 
rather too much philosophical, too de- 
tached, so. that he seems to fail, to per- 
ceive the implications of many of the ex- 
ceptions to the generally: agreed measures 
of Imperial Conferences and similar as- 
semblies. In almost every case, where 
there has been otherwise general agree- 
ment among the member-States of the 
Commonwealth, it is found that the Irish 
Free State either dissents or remains 
aloof, In some ‘important’ cases the 
Union of South Africa dissents; in others 
Canada dissents, and yet, again, it is 
Australia. Only New Zealand, appar- 
ently, has uniformly agreed to the eco- 
nomic measures proposed. Because of this 
disagreement, wider in effect than the 
author. would seein to suppose, some of 
his argument is seriously vitiated, but m 
the main it remains quite sound. 


Out of. Step 


The fact that certain members of the 
Commonwealth do not agree on all points, 
and that the Irish Free State would seem 
to be always out of step, does not invali- 
date Professor Coatman’s argument that 
there is behind politics and behind eco- 
nomics the desire for union within the 
Commonwealth. ‘That is a spiritual thing, 
flowing in the main from the fact that in 
the Dominions the majority of the popu- 
lation is of British descent. In the 
members of the Commonwealth there is 
nationalism everywhere, and the fullest 
State freedom; but that nationalism is 
modified and tempered by the desire for 
unity, and the liberty is used to secure 
closer co-operation. That process, as Pro- 
fessor Coatman is acutely aware, is only 


in its initial stages, and applies only 
imperiectly now to the Dominions. It does 
not apply at all to the Colonies, Protec- 
torates and mandated territories which 
constitute the British Empire. In his 
notion of the “Expanding Empire’”’ he 


in considerable detail. 


sees how these territories may ultimately 
take their allotted places in the Com- 
monwealth, because the organic prin-, 
“ple has been _ accepted. That 
is why Professor Coatman is so hopeful 
of the British Commonwealth, and why he 
looks upon it as a rational pattern for the 
future political and economic organisation 
of the World Commonwealth, : 


Project and Reality 


‘Over a hundred and fifty years ago. 
says Professor Coatman, ‘‘ Adam Smith 
wrote that we possessed, not an Empire, 

- but the ‘ project of an Empire.’ ven 
a generation ago we had hardly pro- 
gressed beyond the stage of having a pro- 
ject of an Empire. But at last the ag 
ject has begun to take form and reality. 
Building has already taken place on the 
foundations, and now we must try to see, 
not what the completed building will be 
like, for that is impossible, even to-day, 
but -another bit of the plan which is 
being year by year unrolled for us.” | 

That the plan is not nearly so definite 

as the author believes will be realised 
when he says :'— 

‘* To-day there is no question of con- 
tinning the association between the 
nations of the Commonwealth. That is 
a settled fact. The question is: Upon 
what constructive policy shall the 
Commonwealth as a whole embark?” 

But much water will flow under the 
Westminster Bridge before the Common- 
wealth “ as a whole’’ comes to face that 
question. With South Africa and Aus- 
tralia subsidising foreign ships, Canada 
strangling British trade, and the Irish 
Free State in the throes of an ‘‘ economic 
war,” the prospect is not nearly so rosy 
as the author thinks. 


The . Waste Spaces 


With that question, “ Upon what con- 
structive policy shall the Commonwealth 
as a whole embark?’’ Professor Coatman 
proceeds to discuss a number of problems 
Probably this de- 
tailed examination will be found much 
more helpful to the statesmen of the 
Commonwealth, and to its ordinary citizens 
also, than the general ideas so excellently 
expounded. Empire free trade, inter- 
imperial liason, migration, shipping, and 
a host of similar problems, are set forth 
in a most stimulating and enlightening 
manner. Particular attention is given to 
the problem of migration, as it 
is realised that the peopling of 
the “ waste spaces” of the earth 
is now the most pressing and the most 
important of Commonwealth problems. 
Somehow the unpeopled lands of Australia 
and Canada and of many other less im- 
portant areas must be populated: that is 
the problem to which Commonwealth 
statesmanship must give undivided atten- 
tion at once. 

The gratitude of everyone interested in 
the development, past and future, of the 
British Commonwealth must be tendered 
to Professor Coatman for this extremely 
valuable = stimulating book. It. is 
customary ndwadays—quite the contrary 
from what opinion was at the beginning 
of this century—to decry imperialism in 
any shape or form; but it needs only a 
cursory glance at the condition of the 
contemporary world to realise how really 
necessary is the British Commonwealth. 
From the Durham. Report, or possibly 
from the Boston Tea Party, to the Statute 
of Westminster is a vista of which any 
nation might well feel prond. If thar: 
vista could be glimpsed into the future it 
might resemble the ideals of Professor 
Coatman. 


The “ One Dark Spot °’ 


The series of lectures delivered by Pro. 
fessor Coupland and collected in '“ The 
Empire in These Days” deals mainly with 
the development of Dominion status, and 
he, too, lays special stress upon the 
Commonwealth as a type of League of 
Nations. His attitude, however, is neither 
so optimistic nor so idealistic as that of 
Professor Coatman. Irish readers will be 
chiefly interested in the chapters dealing 
with the 1926 Imperial Conference and 
‘Reflections on a Visit to Dublin.” 
Ireland is nowadays the ‘‘ one dark spot ”’ 
on the imperial horizon; but he declares 
that, while Great Britain will never look 
favourably upon secession, force will never 
be used to prevent it. If that declaration 
were made officially, it would assist greatly 
in easing the tension between the two 
countries. He offers a solution for present 
troubles which is at least worthy of atten- 
tion from all who have the control in 
either country. 7 

These two books will assist considerably 
towards an understanding of the new 
British Empire, and are consequently most 
valuable at this time.

Pampered Poetaster or 
National Genius ? 


Thomas Moore. By Seamus MacCall. 
Dublin: The Taibot Press. 5/- net. 


HERE was undoubtedly a lot of the 
tabby in Tom Moore. The comforts 

and pamperings of the drawingroom were 
to his particular liking. He purred under 
the soft influence of these delights; 
occasionally stalked with upright tail and 
all the airs of independence, while 
behaving with extreme caution towards 
anything likely to sully or damp his social 
security. A well-trained and ever-dutiful 
son from childhood, 'Tom was always nice 
—always a worldly success. And ne 
wonder; he had all the necessary 
attributes for social favour. His dandified 
appearance, convivial manner, pretty wit, 
sweet tenor voice and family sentiments 
endeared him to every duchess of the 
Regency. Of course, the fact that he was 
a poet and yet a gentleman added to the 
attraction. ‘Truly he was the poet of all 
these circles and the idol of some of his 
own. He was quite satisfied with adula- 


' tion, and he had every reason for satis- 


faction. Having made thirty thousand 
pounds from his literary work, he could 
look superior at a Wordsworth, who had 
only secured a mere thousand, or at a 
Charles Lamb, who made less than two 
hundred for some occasional essays. 


“Want of Manly Training “ 
“The wild harp of Erin was converted 
by him into a musical snuff-box’’ is 
Hazlitt’s snarl; and Mr. Seamus MacCall 
unostentatiously shows how it was done. 
Moore knew well what he had done. “ My 
want of manly training,’’ as himself says, 
“showed itself in my poetry, which would, 
perhaps, have had a far more vigorous 
character if it had not been for the sort of 
boudoir education I had received,” This 
little dumpling of a man is becomingly 
portrayed in the round by Mr. MacUall :n 
his interesting book. To capture the 
glittering, yet delicate, atmosphere of 
Moore’s seventy-two years in a book 
of less than 130 pages is no mean 
achievement. Mr. MacCall has accom- 
plished that feat. and hag written 
Moore as a man 
with such freedom that one can glance 
between the lines and quickly see the 
follies. In that respect the book has a 
rather apologetic air for those who! know 
something of Moore’s life; but for those 
who are unacquainted with the poct’s 
career this book is a suitable introduction. 
Any over-estimation of Moore's poetry by 
Mr. MacCall will prove harmless to those 
who are still critically unacquainted with 
the verse of Moore's beyond his melodies. 


The Melodies 

In this study incidents from the poet’s 
life, chosen to characterise, are presented, 
with a fine sense of the dramatic in natural 
sequence ; while the growth of Moore’s life 
and poetry is co-ordinately subjected to 
Mr. MacCall’s estimation. Some of these 


estimates, including those on the art and 
matter of poetry, invite revision—not as a 
compromise to fashion, but in the light of 


fact; and, curiously, the clean, unornate . 


style employed. throughout this biography 
somewhat declines from standard when the 
author as critic declines in judgment. Mr. 
MacCall’s assertions on Moore’s handling 
of Irish music are more reasonable, but no 
less controversial. The settings and 
arrangements of the melodies—so plausibly 
received in London, so coldly in Dublin, 
much to Moore’s own dismay—were viola- 
tions beyond defence. No one stated that 
fact more emphatically than Moore him- 
self; and Mr. MacCall surely knows it. 
Thomas Moore was a perfect song writer 
for the national school room and the con- 
ventional drawing-room, His songs are 
not heard in the fairs, on the roads, or by 
the hearth-sides of the people.

The Forgotten Villase. Four Years in 
Siberia. By Theodore Kréger, London:

T is difficult to classify this book. In 
some respects it appears to be a rather 
long novel of a type that has heeome 
common enough in the last few years On 
the other hand, its sub-title, and certain 
other hints, as well as its manner of 
telling the story, would suggest a claim 
to autobiography. If it really is auto 
biography the author must have supple- 
mented his actual experiences with a. 
certain amount of imaginative detail that 
would do credit to a good novelist. For 
ourselves, we. are inclined to think that 
it is a combination of novel and personal 
reminiscence. As such it will be found 
interesting and exciting, and if it cannot 
be described as pleasant Sunday £chool 


reading if is nevertheless worth perusal. 


In a Russian Prison 


At the outbreak of the World War the 
author, son of a _ wealthy German, 
attempts to escape from Russia. Failure 
consigns him to the notorious Peter and 
l’aul fortress in St. Petersburg, as it then 
was, and his account of his imprisonment 
there cquals anything we have read in 
Russian pre-, or  post-Revolutionary 
prison literature. Banished to Siberia, 
love comes to him in the person of the 
beautiful Fayme. By means which are 
not so incredible when the state of 
affairs in Tsarist Russia is considered, 
he is enabled to seenve his freedom ea 
parole, and even to get enough money to 
permit him certain luxuries, In the arms 
—literally—of his lover he now applies 
himself to the organisation of welfare 
work for German prisoners, and has most 
varied adventures in Mongol communi- 
ties. 

In due time the Revolution breaks 
out ; Bolshevik commissars appear on the 
scene, and returning Russian soldiers 
from the front praise the Germans for 
the exeellent products of their attentions 
to the Russian women at home. Fate, 
however, is unkind to Kréger’s love 
affair. Fayme is murdered, and Kroger 
goes back to Germany for a time, only 
to return to Siberia to feel again at her 
grave all the companionships she had 
given him in life. This is an extraordi- 
nary narrative which is sure to be widely 
read.

The Life and Letters of John Galsworthy. 
By H. V. Marrot. London: Heinemann, 21/- 
net. 


IVES of great men may remind us 

that the biographers are not eo great 
as the works they plan. John Galsworthy 
was a fitting subject for a biographical 
study, but few who read this biography 
Marrot will escape the 
feeling that its greatness is to be found 
mainly in its bulk. Ut would have been 
twice as good if it had beer only half so 
long. Too much that is trivial is per- 
mitted to intrude, and the biographer 
has allowed his enthusiasm to carry him 
into realms where his critical faculty 
failed to act. Had this trivial material— 
whieh may detract both from the value 
of the book and from the figure of John 
Galeworthy—been cast away, this would 
have been one of the outstanding 
biographies of recent years. The method 


adopted by Mr. Marrot, who knew the. 


Galsworthys intimately for a long period, 
justifies itself by permitting the reader 
to build up the personality and character 
of Galsworthy mainly from his own 
letters and diaries. For all that is given 
of these, and for much of Mr. Marrots 
cominentary, the reader will be grateful, 
and a great humanitarian playwright and 
novelist adequately 


commemorated, i 


Revelation - 


John Galsworthy was over thirty years 
old when he began to write, and he had 
passed his fiftieth birthday before © The 
Forsvte Saga’’ presented itself co 
pletely to his mind. The day on which 
the revelation came, he said; was ‘the 
happiest of my writing life.” ‘It is 
interesting to know that his first literary 
project was a book on the breeding of 
racehorses. Until he was almost thirty 
his life had been rather aimless 
and undistinguished. At Harrow, at 
Oxford, on circuit as a_ barrister, 
and "on his extensive travels, he had 
been content to do the conventional things 
with grace and competence, but without 
any mark of genius. When he sailed with 
Joseph Conrad from Adelaide he Ahad no 
notion that the friendship: so fortuitously 
begun would prove significant. 


The Stimulus to Write 


It was in 1895 that the lady who ten 
vears later became his wife said to John 
Galsworthy: “Why don’t you write! 
You re just the person.” He had wished 
that he had “ the gift of writing... . 
the nicest way of making money going,”’ 
but the stimulus was lacking at the time. 
It was only when he had passed the one 
real crisis in his rather serene life that the 
rather aimless young man found a settled 
purpose in life. When his heart had been 
almost shattered by pity and love, he 
turned naturally to literature with that 
high seriousness which is the characteristic 
mark of all his literary and dvamatic work. 
The early “John Sinjohn ” work ts likely 
to be forgotten ; but, with the publication 
of “ The Man of Property, his dife’s work 
had entered its path ofvfulfilment, even il 
he failed to realise it at the time, i 


Forsytes and Galsworthys 


It is curious that he should have taken 
nearly twenty years to see that: the 
Forsytes were his lifework ; and from that 
fact it is made clear that he lacked the 
exuberant imagination no less than the 
enthusiastic gusto of some of his contem- 
poraries. What he called “stingo’’ he 
had in full measure; but not that zest in 
life which creates full-blooded rollicking 
characters which prance in the memory 
rather than stick there. The Forsytes 
stick there. One of the fine services which 
Mr. Marrot renders to all who value their 
Galsworthy is the revelation of the 
relationships of the Forstyes to the 
Galsworthys ; even if, in so doing, he con- 
firms the suspected deficiency in lis hero's 
imaginative equipment as an artist. The 
family tree is made actual. 


Model and Creation 


Only a few of the numerous characters 
in the three long volumes which go to 
make up the complete ‘‘ Forsyte Saga ”’ 
were invented. Even Annette came frem 
a restaurant in Soho. In _ fact, the 
Forsytes are the Galsworthys; drawn 
generally direct from life, but in some 
instances reconstructed as composite 
characters. They came to London from 
Devon, not from, Dorset, and Old Jolvon 
was John Galsworthy’s father. When the 
first volume appeared a member of the 
family objected to the publication on the 
ground that some members of the family 
might identify themselves in the story and 
be hurt about it. Fortunately for the 
world, John Galsworthy hardened — his 
heart—probably for the only time in his 
hfe—and went on with his project, 


The Dramatist 


It has been said bv critics that the 
apparent falling-off in the final volumes of 
the “ Saga’’ was due to Galswortly’s 
inability to find the necessary time for 
accurate observation of the newer genera- 
tions. The older generations he knew 
intimately, but those of more recent time 
he had not observed intimately. In any 
ease, his fame will rest securely upon the 


“Forsyte Saga,” but that immense work 


may prove more acceptable to the 
sociologists than to the future readers of 
fiction. But the dramatist will possibly 
find popularity again; in the theatre his 
plavs are always effective and enjovable. 

Much as admirers of Galsworthy will 
find it necessary to be grateful to Mr. 
Marrot for, they would have been even 
more grateful if this book had been shorn 
of much that is of only transient interest. 
But it will be read avidly by all who know 
their “ Saga,’’ and will be treasured, 
probably, by them.

COAST SEARCH CONTINUED

Here 
Civic Guards with grappling irons and 
hooks probed a very large area, but no 
trace was found of the missing woman. 
Several times the Guards saw objects float- 
ing on the surface of the water some 
distance from the shore. On rowing out 
they discovered pieces of old clothing or 
seaweed, while on one occasion they came 
across a dead seal.. The Guards were 
handicapped badly by large masses of sea- 
weed and the heavy swell which washes 
the beach at this part of the coast. 


HOW CURRENTS RUN 

Early yesterday, morning officers of the 
Irish Lights were consulted by the police. 
The purpose was to secure an opinion as 
to in what direction the currents ran. The 
Irish Lights officials gave the opinion that 
on Monday night, if the body were thrown 
into the sea, the backwash would be so 
great that it would be carried far out, and 
could be deposited any place along the 
Wicklow coast. It is known that the body 
of a woman floats sooner than that of a 
man, and the fact that it has not been 
seen already suggests that it is far out 
to sea or that it has been covered by the 
sands owing to the heavy tides. In order 
to explore the latter possibility the police 
have made-arrangements for the use of a 
us plough to scrape up the sand along 
the coast. These operations will be com- 
menced this morning. 

The Guards also are studying the history 
of previous cases of drowning so as to 
discover what might have happened to the 
bodies. In one case at least it was found 
after research that the body of a woman 
drowned in Bray had been washed ashore 
on the Scottish coast. 

When daylight had waned yesterday th» 
search parties ceased their activities, but 
will recommence them to-day. As on the 
previous night, arrangements were made 
for thegstationing of Guards at intervals 
along the coast. As was stated in yester- 
day’s Irish Times, they have virtually 
abandoned the search of the hills around 
Shankill, and are devoting their attention 
almost exclusively to the sea coast.

The construction of the wireless direc- 
tional finding station at Baldonnel Aero- 
drome, County Dublin, is expected to be 
completed early in March, when tests will 
be carried out. 

This station is necessary to guide aero- 
planes using the Free State as a base, and 
is essential in view of the opening of the 
Air Mail Service between Dublin and 
Bristol. The contract for the service has 
been given to Olley Air Services, Ltd., and 
experimental flights will be conducted on 
March 6th or 7th. 

The new sepvice will save five or six 
hours either way, and will bring the Free 
State to a position in air transport which 
many people believe should have been 
reached some years ago.

LORD LONDONDERRY’S 
IMPRESSIONS

HE friendly spirit which exists in 
Germany towards England was em- 
phasised by Lord Londonderry, formerly 
Secretary of State for Air, yesterday, when 
he gave a reporter his impressions of his 
recent three-weeks’ visit to Germany. 
Lord Londonderry had an interview with 
Herr Hitler and several conversations with 
General Goering, who placed his own 
private aeroplane at Lord Londonderry’s 


disposal in order that he might visit 


various aerodromes in the country, 
AIR SECURITY 


Lord Londonderry said that he was told 
that the main purpose of Germany’s air 
development was her own security. 

“When I was Secretary of State for 
Air I always felt that I would like to visit 
Germany and to meet General Goering as 
my opposite number in the German 
Government,” said Lord Londonderry. “I 
was not able to gratify this desire at the 
time, because I was fully occupied with 
my work at the Air Ministry, but when 
I gained a position of greater freedom 
and less responsibility I decided to take 
an early opportunity of visiting Germany, 
where I knew I should receive a cordial 
welcome from General Goering. 

“ My visit was entirely private and un- 
official, but I was received with the utmost 
consideration and courtesy. I had several 
conversations with General Goering, and 
I had also an interview with Herr Hitler. 


FRIENDLY FEELINGS 
“General Goering kindly placed his 


private aeroplane at my disposal and 
arranged for me to visit a number of aero- 
dromes, in order that I might see for 
myself the development and administra- 
tion of the German Air Force. 

“On all sides I found that there was a 

very friendly feeling towards this country 
and a strong desire for the friendship of 
Great Britain and France. 
_ “ Herr Hitler and the other members 
of the Government are aware of the 
suspicions which are entertained by the 
people of this country in relation to the 
motive for their re-armament policy. They 
are anxious to- remove those suspicions, 
because, as I have already said, they 
want to have our friendship and good- 
will. 


HITLER’S POPULARITY 


“ I discussed most of the political ques- 
tions with Herr Hitler, and found him 
very agreeable and most anxious to make 
me fully acquainted with his politica. 
opinions. We had a conversation of nearly 
two hours, and at many points I found 
myself in agreement with him. I was 
much impressed by his popularity. He 
was present at the Winter Olympia Games 
at Garmisch, and at the closing ceremony 
was cheered by a hundred thousand 
people. This was one of the most remark- 
able demonstrations I have ver seen.’’ 

Herr Hitler’s popularity, added Lord 
Londonderry, was due to the fact that 
when he came into power Germany was 
a beaten nation, and, in her judgment, 
could obtain no sympathy or understand- 
ing at Geneva. Herr Hitler—bold, 
energetic and patriotic—inspired the Ger- 
man people with new hope. There was 
no doubt that during the Nazi régime a 
marked change had come over the country. 


GREAT CHANGES 


“ New buildings have sprung up, the 


people are working, and certainly, in 
breach of the Treaty of Versailles, Ger- 
many has now an Army and an Air Force. 

“I am not condoning the breach of 
the Treaty, but there can be no doubt 
that it has inspired the people with a 
belief in the virtue of the policy which 
Herr Hitler has put forward, and it has 
also aroused in them a feeling of admira- 
tion for him personally.’’ 

Lord Londonderry said that, regarding 
the future, international politics changed 
so rapidly that it was very difficult to 
make a forecast as to what would happen, 
but it must be realised that Hitler was 
doing his best to restore a great country, 
with a population of sixty-five millions 
to a position which is fitted to its tradi- 
tions, record and rights. 


FEARS OF RUSSIA 


“IT am quite certain that Germany’s 
development of her Air Force is due to 
her desire to have a force of a size in 
keeping with her prestige as a great nation, 
and also that she is convinced that it is 
necessary for her security. I am equally 
certain that this development is not in 
any sense directed against Great Britain. 
It is Germany’s idea of the best means of 
maintaining her security. She has no ill- 
feeling towards France. In fact she will 
welcome closer understanding, but: she 
certainly fears the Russian political system 
and its policy of. world revolution.’’ 

It was his duty when he was Air Minister 
to make himself acquainted with air 
development in Germany, and he had no 
reason to revise the estimate which he then 
made of the strength of the German Air 
Force and its potential development in 
personnel, material and training. 


BRITAIN’S AIR FORCE 


“I am very glad that the British 
Government have decided to expand our 
Air Force. I have always advocated its 
expansion, and wish it had been under- 
taken earlier, but the delay was due to the 
fact that the Government felt that our first 
duty was to restore the financial position 
of this country. 

‘Great Britain will, I feel sure, con: 


imperial and international obligations, and 


to give adequate protection to our people 
against the risk of attack.”

BOILERMAN’S DEATH 


Bowes died some time after admission to 
hospital. He received the full force of the 
intense heat which blew back following the 
explosion, and was burned on the face and 
chest. He was employed as a boilerman., 
The explosion lifted Dickson off his feet 
and threw him over a low wall. He is 
suffering from abdominal injuries. The 
others are less seriously hurt. 

Brown, who was working for a Dublin 
contractor, was burned about the face and 
hands, and was suffering from shock. He 
was detained in the observation ward of 
the Royal Victoria Hospital, to which all 
the injured men were taken. 


FIRE IN THE ROOF - 


When the explosion occurred the engfhe 
was stopped, and employés rushed to their 
colleagues’ assistance. ‘On reaching the 
shed they ‘found that the back 
draught had been so fierce that it caught 
and set fire to the roof, and, while some 
of the men assisted the injured to safety, 
others tackled the outbreak of fire while 
a call was made on the services of the 
city fire brigade. 

The fire was speedily extinguished.

EAVY snowstorms and thick fogs are 
impeding coastal traffic in the North 
Sea and Baltic, and have caused a serious 
disaster in the River Weser, with the loss 
of five lives.

HAMBU RG, Friday. 
Owing to thick fog and blinding snow. a 
fleet of ships of about fifty nations are 
held up in the estuary of the River Elbe. 
Services to and from Denmark and Sweden 

are also delayed by some five to six hours. 
The fog caused a serious accident in the 
River Weser, where the British steamer, 


Lagosian, came into collision with the 
Dutch motor vessel, Dipping V. The 
Dutch vessel turned turtle, and the 


captain, with his wife and two girls, aged 
two and six, were all drowned, as well as 
a member of the crew. 


HELSINGFORS, Friday. 


Icebreakers are hard at work in the Gulf 
of Finland and the Gulf of Bothnia, where 
many vessels are ice-bound. As a result 
of the recent cold spell navigation has 
become exceptionally difficult, and some of 
the Baltic ports are altogether closed to 
traffic on account of the ice. 


TRAINS HELD UP

Several ships due to sail for England are 
held up here on account of the furious gale 
and blizzard of snow, which is still raging.

Burns in New Jersey that he had know- 
ledge of the kidnapping and murder of the 
Lindbergh baby. 

The immigration officer here, who 
secured the warrant of arrest, said that 
Witten, who had been collecting large sea- 
shells on Newport Beach near here, came 
to Orange County (where Santa Ana is 
situated) about two years ago. He had 
entered the United States twelve years ago 
as a stowaway in a German boat. .

ISCUSSIONS of some importance took 
place yesterday between the British 
and French delegations at the Naval Con- 
ference in London. In the morning Mr. 
Anthony Eden, Foreign Secretary, met M. 
Corbin, the French Ambassador in London, 
and in the evening Mr. Eden, Lord 
Monsell, First Lord of the Admiralty, and 
Sir Ernle Chatfield, First Sea Lord, met 
M. Corbin and Vice-Admiral Robert, a 
leading member of the French delegation. 
The questions discussed were battleship 
tonnage and the procedure when the adhe- 
sion of Naval Powers not attending the 
Conference is invited to any agreement 
which may be reached. : 
The French wish the maximum tonnage 
lowered to 27,500, but the Press Associa- 
tion learns on good authority that there is 
little doubt that the French will not make 
this an insuperable difficulty. 


BRITISH PROPOSAL 


On the question of the procedure to be 
adopted to bring other Powers into the 
agreement, the French Government has 
indicated that the British protocol, pro- 
posal is not in its present form acceptable. 

The British idea was that the four par- 
ticipating Powers should bind themselves 
to agreement at a given date. 

The French .difficulty (and their posi- 
tion is rather complicated by the impend- 
ing election in France) is that an invitation 
to Germany might be regarded as condon- 
ing a breach of the Treaty of Versailles by 
reason of German rearmament. 

It is stated on good authority that the 
British proposal will have to be changed 
in some respects, or some other formula 
will have to be found to overcome the 
French objections. 


FRENCH ATTITUDE 


The position, however, is by no means 
hopeless. One encouraging factor is that

the French recognise the necessity for’ 


securing the adhesion of other Naval 
Powers if any agreement reached by the 
four Powers is to be of any practical use. 

The question of an air agreement has 
been raised by the French, who have 
pointed out that the present Conference 
would be a good occasion for discussion.

PICKLED PEPPER

The Times, commenting in a leading 
article to-day on the sentencing of three 
financiers concerned in the pepper trade 
case, says:—The mere exposure will, no 
doubt, serve as a deterrent example to any 
who may be tempted to prey upon the 
public need by using the weapon of the 
'“corner.”” Long experience lies behind 
the opinion that the pene! law cannot use- 
fully intervene to prevent such attempts, 
and that society will do better to rely on 
the automatic economic sanctions that 
have, in fact destroyed the pepper pool. 
On the other hand, anything that wil! 
make it mote difficult for innocent 
investors to become participants in such 
gambles without their own knowledge is 
obviously fit matter for d4egal regulation. 
One special point in this case was clearly 
brought out by the learned judge. 
Bishirgian alone was a director of James 
and Shakespeare, and thus responsible for 
the prospectus. Howeson and Hardy were 
merely accused of aiding and abetting him 
and ef conspiring with him. Supposing 
that a jury were to find in a case of this 
kind that a man issuing a document in 
good faith had relied on false statements 
given to him by-others then nobody could 
be brought to book, for no one can aid or 
abet an offence that has not been com- 
mitted. The law in such circumstances 
should be made adequate to bring down 
the real author of deceit. 

It is possible that the law on the sub- 
ject of the necessary contents .of a 
prospectus needs further definition, so as 
to make clearer the circumstances in 
which forward commitments ought to be 
disclosed. Such a definition might 
strengthen the hands of auditors who 
wished to insist on greater frankness. 
Incidentally, Mr. Justice Atkinson’s 
admirable summing-up is a lucid guide to 
draftsmen under the existing law. 

Finally, company lawyers might give 
some seriovs consideration to the whole 
subject of the identity of corporations: 
Limited liability exists to protect the 
investor. There should be fewer cases in 
future in which the joint stock company 
system is manipulated, not always crimi- 
nally or even dishonestly, to serve the 
interests of the company promoter.

Howth in 1911 was 3,267, and it was now 
estimated at 6,000. In 1911 the valuation 
was £14,553, whie to-day it was £25,808, 
of which £2,001 represented lands. 

Mr. Walker said of the area 2,050 acres 
were open and unbuildable lands, and, even 
if further building were practicable, would 
be highly undesirable. “We submit it should 
be reserved as a playground and health re 
sor(,” he said, 

He referred to the popularity of Howth as 
a heaith resort, and said that by rail, "bus 
and tram alone the area had been visited by 
418,851 persons last year, while in 16 weeks 
the Royal Iris had brought 36,000 visitors. 

Howth Urban Council favoured an added 
area because of its geographical position, 
its increasing density of population calling 
for urban servicés, the suitability of Spencer 
hill as a source of water supply, and the 
fact that if town-planning was to be put into 
operation the area should come under the 
authority of the same town-planving body, 
The Couacil held that the boundary should 
be extended so as to take in Portmarnock 
and Malahide along to Dublin, the area being 
bounded on the western side by the western 
side of the main Dublin-Malahide road.

The death of Mr. Laurence J. Lynch, at 
his residence, 42 Belgrave square, Monks- 
town, removes a member of a family with a 
century-old association with business in 
Dublin. Mr. Lynch, who was aged 81, was 
a son of the late Mr. Timothy Lynch, of 
the firm of Lynch and Sons, of Westmore- 
land street, Dublin, a firm which was estab- 
lished in 1804, and continued until 1917, when 
Laurence Lynch joined the firm of 
Messrs. Crotty. Mr. Lynch, who had retired 
from business a few years ago, was educated 
in the old Catholic University School, Har- 
court street. He had an expert knowledge 
of the hosiery and outfitting trade, having 
studied the manufacturing side with the firm 
of Innis and Henderson, of Hawick and 
Edinburgh, and later gained experience of 
the retail side with Beale and Inman, of New 
Bond street, London. He then returned to 
Ireland to take over the management of his 
father’s business, which had already earned 
itself a reputation for high-class goods. 
He specialised in sports outéitting, particu- 
larly for Rugby football, of which gam2 he 
was a keen follower. His favourite pastime 
was yachting, and he was well-known as an 
experienced and fearless sailor. He rowed 
for Neptune, and was at one time Vice-Presi- 
dent of Dublin Rowing Club. He took an 
active part in many other forms of sport, 
particularly fencing, boxing and riding. His 
main characteristic was, perhaps, his 
inte; ity which, coupled with an amiable 
disposition and charm of manner, endeared 
him to all who met him. He is survived by 
a daughter, Miss M. M. Lynch, B.Comm., 
H.Dip. in Ed., P.C.T., and two sons, Mr, 
Laurence F. Lynch, Hibernian’ Bank, 
Armagh, and Mr. J. G. Lynch.

The witness said that it had been found in 
practice that a large percentage of Irish 
inventors. drop all idea of proceeding ‘with 
their inventions when they .were informed of 
the cumbersome and expensive procedure 
entailed, ‘The fees paid the Irish office for 
application and sealing amounts to £4, and 
the renewal fees for a full patent term of 
sixteen years amount to £94 10s. Od. For 
this total the Irish Office does practically 
nothing, whereas in other patent offices both 
search for novelty and technical examination 


are carried out by the office technical 
examiners without special charge to the 
applicant. 


JASE OF IRISH NATIONALS 


{t was a great hardship on applicants in 
this country that the fees sheuld be so 
high. It applied with’ particular severity 
on Irish nationals, many of whom did 
not wish to apply for a British 
patent. In effect an Irish applicant for a 
patent was in the extraordinary position of 
being compelled either to go to the extra 
expense of a search, or to apply for a patent, 
and get his specification accepted in a foreign 
country as a preliminary condition to getting 
cne in his own; and further, would be com- 
pelled to restrict the scope of his Irish claims 
to what he could obtain in the foreign 
country quite irrespective of what his inven- 
tion might entitle him to in his own country. 

The independence of the Irish office as at 
present operated, he said, was a farce.
